Multinational Ship 


A small ship with one of the most 


unique missions in naval history set 
sail from Norfolk, Va., some days ago. 


She is the Claude V. Ricketts, a guided 


missile destroyer, and her mission is to 
prove that a multinational crew can op­ 
erate a modern warship in harmony. 


So far, she has proved just that, al­ 
though some of the problems are more 
complex than 
anticipated. 
Half 
the 
crew is composed of United States sea­ 
men, the other half of British, Greek, 
West G erm an, Italian and Dutch na­ 
tionals. The captain is an American, as 
is the first officer, but other nationals 
share the remaining officer responsibi­ 
lities. 
What is lite a c t u a l l y like on a ship 
m anned by seamen from six nations? 
It can be rather confusing. English is 
the official language, but some of the 
conversations 
coming 
through t h e 
ship's intercom require deciphering. 
E ach m an wears the uniform of his n a ­ 
tionality. is guided by the discipline of 
his country and is paid according to 
the prevailing scale at home. His gov­ 
ernment does, however, pay him a dif­ 
ferential to close the gap with the high­ 
er-paid U. S. seamen. 
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Food has been one of the Ricketts’ | 
greatest problems, not too surprisingly 
in view of the sailor's traditional at-! 
tachm ent to good eating. In addition to; 
the custom ary U. S. fare, the ship’s 
galley has found it necessary to pre­ 
pare special supplementary dishes such 
es Italian chicken cacciatore, G r e e k 
konnelli riganato, Irish stew and Ger­ 
m an gekochtes rindfleisch. Cooks and 
cookbooks of all nationalities are in 
abundance. 
Only the beverages remain in dispute. 
At last report, British seamen were de­ 
nied their rum, the G erm ans their beer 
and other nationalities the wine tradi­ 
tionally provided as part of the daily j 
fare. 
All in all. the mission of the Ricketts 
is 
being 
accomplished 
in 
excellent 


fo rm . as the vessel m akes her way to 
port in each of the countries represent­ 
ed in her crew. Just what the experi­ 
ment will m ean in te rm s of the multina­ 
tional fleet as a concept in the nuclear 
defense of Europe, especially in light of 
the discouraging response from the E u ­ 
ropean m em bers, is not yet evident. 
But by itself, and without other con­ 
notations, the Claude Ricketts is writ­ 
ing a new chapter in naval history.

their own officials, have written 
the Congo right out of their lives 
— but a small number still fight 
for interests there. 
The Congo is not all that im­ 
portant to Belgium in terms of 
money. The rising wealth of the 
European Common Market has 
begun to take such a huge share 
of Belgian business that trade 
with the Congo is only a pocket­ 
ful by comparison. 
It is with Belgium and the 
Congo much a« it is with Hol­ 
land and its form ex colony. In­ 
donesia, Without it. the Dutch 
are doing nicely and largely for 
the same reason, the Common 
Market. 
What is important to Belgium 
is that the Congo has given it a 
sort 
of 
world 
outlook 
That 
c h u n k of Africa is three and 
half times the size of Texas, and 
so rich in resource* that 50 
years 
of 
active 
development 
have hardly phased it 
Today's investment*

year before the Congo’s libero 
tion. to S40u million a month 
in 1963, Exports to the Common 
Market absorbed about half of 
this.

Belgians made a financial set­ 
tlement with lam recently that 
not only gives him added au­ 
thority and prestige, but money. 
He knows that his best chan ce 
of getting more quick credits is 
in Belgium. On hi* visit to Brus­ 
sels to negotiate, he appealed to 
Belgian businessmen to contin­ 
ue helping the Congo, not only 
as a friend but as a brother. 
In a talk to a Belgian steel 
organization he said: "The Con­ 
go will remain a market of first 
importance for Belgian industry 
which will grow in importance 
for your industries. 
But to keep them from be­ 
coming overconfident, he con 
tinued:
